District Attorney Clears Up 
3-Day Mystery of Killing 

_ of Dr. B. L. Robinson at 
Dinner Table. 


MERIDIAN, Miss., Nov. 23. — Dr. 
B. L. Robinson, prominent phy- 
sician, whose sudden death has 
been a mystery here for three days, 
was shot to death by his wife, Mrs. 
Nettie Calhoun Robinson, District 
Attorney Aubert C. Dunn an- 
nounced today. 

The District Attorney said he was 
convinced that Mrs. Robinson acted 
in necessary defense of herself and 
her two sons, following threats of 
death made against her by Dr. 
Robinson, and just after a violent 
scene at the dinner table, when he 
threw a giass of milk into his wife's 
face. The two sons of the Robin- 
sons, 12 and 16 years of age, were 
at the tabie. 

As the doctor sat down after 
throwing the milk, Mrs. Robinson 
fired a single shot, which entered 
his chest, causing immediate death. 
He was & years old; she is 29. 

Relatives reported that Dr. 
Robinson had died of heart dis- 
ease, and this account of the mat- 
ter was generally accepted for a 
few hours after the fatality, Mon- 
day evening. Tuesday it became 
known that. he had been shot. 

“I shall not ask for Mrs. Robin- 


son's arrest,” the District Attorney:

believe “there is any such thing as 


controlled inflation.” 

“What I reluctantly oppose,” he 
told an audience that packed the 
ballroom of the Bellevue Stratford 
Hotel, “are some of the methods by 
which he (President Roosevelt) 
seeks to attain his goal, some of the 
misconceptions that seem to be- 
cloud his purpose and the disregard 
of the accumulated experience of 
centuries manifested by all too 
many of his advisers.” 

Warburg Lines Up With Sprague. 

Thus Warburg, who was financial 
adviser to the American delegation 
to the world economic conference, 
aligned himself with Dr. O. M. W. 
Sprague, recently resigned special 
adviser to the Treasury who has 
embarked on a campaign to arouse 
public sentiment against the admin- 
istration’s monetary program. 

Warburg also disclosed that he 
had resigned from the delegation to 
the economic conference after re- 
ceipt of the President's message ad- 
vocating a dollar of fixed purchas- 
ing power. Warburg kept his resig- 
nation secret, he said, because he 
was still “hopeful of being able to 
convince the President that it 
would be a mistake to continue his 
policy of monetary uncertainty and 
experimentation.” 

Warburg declared he was oy 
posed to controlled inflution “even 
‘if, contrary to history, it does not 
become uncontrolled,” and he as 
serted it was “up to the latent ma- 
jority to let the President know 
that the American people are ready 
to face whatever suffering there 
may be in a siow, orderly process 
of recovery.” 

Warburg also disagreed with the 
monetary views of Prof. Irving 
Fisher of Yale and United States 
Senator Eimer Thomas of Oklaho- 
ma, both of whom spoke at the 
same meeting. 

Prof. Fisher described the Presi- 
dent’s policy on currency as “sub- 
stantially right,” adding that the 
core of that policy was contained 
in Roosevelt's message to the ecs- 
nomic conference at London, in 
which he said: “The United States 
seeks the kind of a dollar which a 
generation hence will have the 
game purchasing power and debt- 
paying power as the dollar we hope 
to attain in the near future.” 
Senator Thomas expressed him- 
self “as much opposed to inflation 
—the improper, excessive and over- 
issue of either currency or credit— 
as any money-changer in Wall 
street.” 

Defends the Gold Standard. 
Defending the gold standard, 
subject to modernization, Warburg 
said he could not picture the suv- 
ings of the people flowing through 
the normal financial banking and 
investment structure “on the basis 
of a currency which it will take 
generations to understand.” 

“You cannot trust what you cin- 
not understand,” he added. 

“It has been said here tonight, 
and many times before, that those 
who feel as I do offc> nothing con 
structive. When sou are running 
rapidly tin the wrong direction, you 
have to stop before you can run 
with equal speed in the right direc- 
tion. That is why it is necessary 
to concentrate or pointin- out the 
error of our present ways, but I 
for one do not stop there.

000 on the deal. As a result, he 
told reporters the department might 
change ite method of letting con- 
tracts in making purchases for re- 
lief distribution to a system simi- 
lar to a cost-plus arrangement. 

The relief administrator, Harry 
H. Hopkins, recently asked for 29,- 
000,000 pounds of dressed pork. This 
involved approximately 300,000 live 
hogs weighing 60,000,000 pounds on 
the hoof. The contracts were 
awarded at $6 a hundred pounds on 
live hogs. 

Right after the contracts were 
awarded, Wallace said, the price 
of live hogs dropped to $3.90 a hun- 
dred, giving the packers a profit of 
2 cents a pound or $1,200,000 on the 
60,000,000 pounds of live hogs. 

Wallace said yesterday several 
packers wired Hopkins for more 
businéss. He added, however, that 
the packers had a defense in that 
there had been a heavy rn to mar- 
ket and that this had depressed

Filling Station Attendants

REPLY ISSUED 


BY EMPLOYERS 


Says Proposal to Lay Dis- 


pute Before Petroleum 
Board Still to Be Chosen, 
Is ‘Lawful Course.’ 


Reaffirming their demand for 
recognition of the union and con- 
elusive arbitration, striking union 
filling station attendants, at a 
mass meeting yesterday afternoon, 
rejected the terms offered by eight 
major oil companies, which had re- 
quested the men to report for duty 
before 10 a. m. tomorrow. 

Nine hundred men crowded into 
Electrical Workers’ Hall, Boyle and 
Gibson avenues, and shouted “no” 
when their president, Edward Bell, 
asked if they intended to return to 
their jobs on the terms offered by 
the companies. 

Following a telephone conversa- 
tion today with William Green, 
president of the American Federa- 
tion of Labor, union leaders ad- 
dressed a telegram to Senator Wag- 
ner, chairman of the National La- 
bor Board, asking for his assistance 
in bringing about satisfactory arbi- 
tration. Green advised them, the 
leaders said, to use every means to 
effect arbitration and to keep the 
good will of the public. 

An appeal also was directed to 
Mayor Dickmann to use his influ- 
ence for arbitration. In a letter to 
employers, who have been in daily 
session since the strike began last 
Saturday, the union repeated its of- 
fer to arbitrate “to a definite con- 
clusion.” 

Company Replies to Union. 

In reply to the union’s rejection 
of the terms, company representa- 
tives this afternoon issued the fol- 
lowing statement: 

“The immature impatience of cer- 
tain employes, which created the 
strike, is out of keeping with the 
consistent position of the oil com- 
panies affected. These companies

“The experience of France in 1715 
under John Law, in 1789 in the as- 
signat period, and in Germany after 
the war are enough to convince me 
that it is at least highly dangerous 
for us to risk letting our Govern- 
ment try its hand at controlling ina- 
flation, particularly when in our 
own country we have not once, but 
twice, seen money go to zero—once 
in the Revolution, and the second 
time in the :outh during the Civil 
War.” 

Warburg said he uid not believe 
“the American people want a 
planned economy such as we see 
evolving in some European coun- 
tries, in which the state assumes 
the initiative and human beings 
become regimented taxpayers.” 

“There can be no compromise be- 
tween these two basic economic 
conceptions of economy,” he de- 
clared. “If I am right in my as- 
sumption as to what the American 
people want, then there is no one 
single factor today which stands 
more in the way of recovery than 
a monetary policy of experimenta- 
ticn with the kind of money we are 
going to have, and uncertainty as 
to the ultimate limit of deprecia-

The oil companies, in a _ public 
statement, offered to take the strik- 
ers back, provided the men agreed 
individually not to molest non- 
striking employes or to damage 
company property. The employers 
also proposed to present the differ- 
ences with employes to the Pe- 
troleum Labor Policy Board now in 
the process of formation and de- 
scribed by the oil executives as “an 
agency representing and protecting 
both employes and employers.” 

Answering their employers, the 
atrikers demanded arbitration, fol- 
lowing union recognition, through 
a board composed of representa- 
tives of the companies and em- 
ployes and a disinterested individua) 
or group. Concerning the non-vio- 
lence pledge demanded by employ- 
ers the strikers said they consid- 
ered it an “affront.” It is the pol- 
icy of this organization to refrain 
from violence and intimidation,” a 
union statement reads. “This is 
evidenced by the fact that there 
has been no police report of any 
violence, showing our membership 
to be well-disciplined and loyal to 
the union.” 

Following an announcement that 
the strikers would request union 
gasoline truck drivers not to make 
deliveries at stations where pickets 
were stationed, a Post-Dispatch re- 
porter interviewed William Ryan, 
president of the Transfer Team- 
sters’ Union Local 600, with which 
the oil company drivers are af- 
filiated. Ryan explained that the 
request would have to be refused 
because of contracts between the 
drivers and the oil companies. 

A mass meeting of the union was 
held this morning to receive re- 
ports on picketing, which began 
yesterday with the resumption of 
bulk deliveries of gasoline and oil 
to independently owned filling sta- 
tions. A spokesman for the com- 
panies has stated that the possibil- 
ity of reopening 600 company- 
owned filling stations with other 
labor has never been discussed. 

Company representatives yester- 
day conferred with Chairman Me- 
Donald, of the Regional Labor 
Board, the body through which 
the union wishes to arbitrate. Mc- 
Donald announced later that he 
thought a settlement “could . be 
worked out,” but declined to discuss 
details. Union leaders have also 
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Prof. Fisher’s Address. 

“There is no mystery at all about 
the President’s objectives,” said 
Prof. Fisher in his address. “But 
to the great public, or to 999 people 
out of 1000 of them, who have never 
hitherto given a thought to the sub- 
ject, the President seems to be talk- 
ing a strange, new language. These 
people need to have their eyes 
opened, Just now most of their 
leaders are as blind as they.” 

Referring to the resignation of 
Dr. Sprague, Prof. Fisher said: “It 
must be confessed that he is sin- 
cere and able though not an au- 
thority comparable to Warren oh 
gold in relation to prices. (Warren 
is Dr. George F. Warren of Cornell 
University.) 

“Already what he (Sprague) pre- 
dicts would not happen, has hap- 
pened, a rise in the price level. 
And the same has been experienced 
wherever the same principles have 
been applied. It only takes a little 
thought to see that the number of 
dollars of gold in the country can 
be increased to any desired extent 
by reducing the gold content with- 
out adding to the gold stock.” 

Declaring that the depression was 
due “to the fact that our dollar bas 
been rubber in purchasing power,” 
Prof. Fisher said that persons who 
know this “will not hesitate to 
choose a dollar which is rubber in 
weight. If those who want the old 
fixed weight dollar were to have 
their way we would some. day have 
another devastating depression like 
this, With a dollar fixed in pur- 
chasing power and rubber. in 
weight,, such depressions will be a 
thing of the past.” 

Concluding that the President's 
monetary policy is substantially 
right, Prof. Fisher said he cared 
little as to the specific means. 

“IT can understand that bankers 
care much,” he said. “They want 
the Government to keep out and 
leave the whole field to them with 
all the profits, too. Self-interest, 
resentment and lack of understand- 
ing of the price level and its rela- 
tion to money and banking have set 
them in genera) against the Presi- 
dent. The days of Andrew Jackson 
are back again.”

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WOODIN COMMENTS 
ON SPRAGUE CHARGES 


Defends United States Bonds 
From Intimation They Might 
Be Bad Securities.

NEW YORK, Nov. 23.—Secre- 
tary of the Treasury Woodin, in 
voicing criticism of the resignation 
statement of Dr. O. M. W. Sprague 
as special adviser, authorized this 
comment yesterday:

NEW YORK CITY PROHIBITS 
EYEBROW AND EYELASH DYES 


Official Says They Caused Maladies 
Which Threatened at Least 
One Girl With Blindness. 

By the Associated Press. 

NEW YORK, Nov. 23.—The 
Board of Health has amended the 
sanitary code of the city to prohibit 
the manufacture and sale of eye- 
brow and eyelash dyes, which, 
Health Commissioner Wynne said, 
caused eye maladies which threat- 
ened at least one girl with total 
blindness. 

The action of the Board of 
Health, Wynne said, anticipates 
steps now being taken by the Fed- 
eral Government to amend the 
Food and Drug Act similarly. 
Wynne said a survey taken by the 
Department disclosed that the same 
dyes which were alleged to have 
caused serious eye maladies else- 
where were being sold here and 
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used in beauty parlors.

to provide homes for city workers, 
in a plan formulated by H. F. 
Schildknecht, architect, of 3150 
Leola avenue. 

The site which the architect sug- 
gests is in the wooded tract above 
the lake, and is south of the street 
car tracks, which would afford a 
facility for the dwellers to reach 
their work in the city. The present 
Ra di - fare from points within the city is 

-— : 20 cents, but it has been suggested 
that the company could afford to 
extend the 10-cent fare zone to 
Creve Coeur Lake, if enough new 
business were assured. 

Schildknecht’s plan, subject to 
expansion or alteration, calls for 
about 60 buildings, some containing 
four apartments to a floor, and 
some seven. By increasing the 
height to three stories the buildings 
could be made to accommodate 
6500 instead of 4500 persons. Ad- 
joining ground would be used for 
garden tracts, and for stores and 
necessary public. buildings. 

In his prospectus, Schildknecht 
cites the advantages of the rural 
site over those in the river front 
district or the blighted area. The 
Creve Coeur location, he _ says, 
would have recreational facilities 
which could not be found in the 
other proposed sites. “The people 
would have a new life opened to 
them” he said. 

In the local digcussions of hous- 
ing plans, slum clearance has been 
treated as a vital part of such 
plans, and it has been assumed 
that the site must be within walk- 
ing distance of industrial plants. 
Schildknecht’s plan is a departure 
from this idea. 


GIRL FOUND AFTER EX-CONVICT 
SHE FLED WITH IS KILLED 


Violet Haney, 15, Discovered in 
Kansas City Rooming House, 
Where She Attempted Suicide.

KANSAS CITY, Mo., Nov. 23.— 
Police today found Violet Haney, 
15-year-old school girl who disap- 
peared a week ago with an ex-con- 
vict, who was killed later by her 
father, in a rooming house here to- 
day with her wrists slashed.

She left home a 
week ago with R. V. Pitts, 35 years 
old, also known as Robinson, who 
promised to buy her a dress. Her 
parents, Mr. and Mrs. Earl Haney, 
went in search of her. Returning 
home Friday evening, they found 
Pitts in their home. Haney told 
officers Pitts threatened him and 
his wife and that in an exchange 
of shots Pitts was killed. 

The girl told police that Pitts had 
taken her to the rooming house. A 
reward of $125 had been offered by 
fellow steel workers of Haney for 
information leading to finding of 
the girl.

SAN FRANCISCO, Nov. 23.—The 
most significant fi: ‘ yet made in 
the search for the body of Brooke 
lL. Hart was brought up from six 
fee‘ of water south of the San- Ma- 
teo bridge and a mile and a half 
from the Alameda shore, late yes- 
terday. It was a cement brick, 
wrapped with baling wire, with 
strands of hair caught in the loop. 
Police think this was the weight 
attached to the shoulders of the 
vi before he was thrown from 
the ‘bridge. 

Federal and State laws have been 
applied to John M. Holmes and 
Thomas H. Thurmond, confessad 
abductors and killers of Hart. 

As the result of action taken by 
Sdnta Clara County authorities and 
by the Federal grand jury of San 
Francisco, the two men face trial 
on one charge carrying the death 
penalty, and on tw indictments 
carrying an aggregate of 122 years’ 
imprisonme..t and $40,000 fine. 

The Federal grand jury was the 
first to act. It returned indictments 
charging violation of the “Lind- 
bergh law” and conspiracy to vio- 
late that law. 

Immediately on learning of this 
step, Sheriff William J. Emig ap- 
peared before Justice of the Peace 
Chester W. Moore in San Jose and 
signed a complaint charging 
Holmes and Thurmond with violat- 
ing California’s new anti-kidnap 
law, which. provides the death pen- 
alty in cases where victims have 
come to bodily harm. 

Both the Federal and State ac- 
cusations charge that Holmes and 
Thurmond “seized, stole, kidnaped 
and carried away” young Hart on 
Nov. 9 with the intent of extorting 


/money from his. relatives. 


With filing of the formal cem- 
plaint, Sheriff Emig announced 
that the two defendants shortly 
would be removed from the San 
Francisco cit’ prison, where they 
have been kept since arrest be- 
cause of fears that intense feeling 
in San Jose irht lead to mob vio- 
lence.

CONFLICT IN COUNTY 
SEWER MEASURES 


Committee to Decide Which 
' Bill It Is to Report 
to House. 


By the Jefferson City Correspon- 
dent of the Post-Dispatch. 


JEFFERSON CITY, Nov. 23.— 
Action on two conflicting bills pro- 
posing methods of constructing and 
financing sewers in St. Louis Coun- 
ty was postponed last night by the 
House Judiciary Committee after a 
brief hearing until this afternoon, 
when the committee will determine 
which bill it will report to the 
House. 

William Becker, attorney, appear- 
ing for the St. Louis County Court 
in behalf of the so-called County 
Court bill, suggested a delay for 
several days, on the ground busi- 
fiess men and other interests in the 
county might get together on the 
two bills and harmonize them. The 
committee, in a later executive ses- 
sion, agreed to wait until this after- 
noon. 

Representative Lay of Benton 
County, a committee member, 
asked Becker if the County Court 
bill (House Bill No. 95) could be 
amended to permit election of trus- 
tees or other representatives of 
sewer districts that would be 
formed under the bill, and control 
of construction, financing and ap- 
pointments by such trustees. Becker 
replied that supervision should be 
retained by the County Court. 

John E. Mooney, who was a lead- 
er in the fight for repeal of the 
Ralph sewer law for St. Louis Coun- 
ty, by the 1931 Legislature, urged 
a favorable report of the other bill, 
House Bill No. 88, which is sup- 
ported by the St. Louis County 
Chamber of Commerce, the _ St. 
Louis County NRA Committee, the 
Taxpayers’ Protective Association, 
League of Municipalities and other 
civic organizations. 

Specific provisions of the two 
bills and their points of conflict 
were not discussed in the brief 
hearing. 

House Bill No. 88 provides for 
incorporation of sewer distriets by 
the Circuit Court, after hearing, 
and after a finding the proposed 
sewers are necessary. District 
trustees to supervise sewer district 
affairs would be elected for six- 
year terms. Sewer bonds could be 
issued only by approval of two- 
thirds of the voters in a special 
élection. Limitations are placed on 
the employes and salaries. 

The County Court bill would 
place supervision in the County 
Court and authorize it to initiate 
sewer projects and to order crea- 
tion of districts. Incurring of in- 
debtedness for sewers would be au- 
thorized, by majority vote, in an 
election called by the court, but 
language of the act apparently au- 
thorizes the court to determine 
what bonds shall be issued. The 
court would be authorized to ap-

ROCK ISLAND LINE 


They Are Presid President James 
E. Gorman, Frank O. 
Lowden and Attorney Jo- 
seph B. Fleming. 


By the Associated Press. 
CHICAGO, Nov. 23.—Three trus- 


tees were named by the Federal 
Court vesterday to take charge of 
the Chicago, Rock Island & Pacific 
Railroad pending a hearing on a 
bankruptcy petition Dec. 28. 
The appointment was made in ac- 
cordance with the demands of five 
bondholders’ committees represent- 
ing $250,000,000 in investments in 
the road, and the Reconstruction 
Finance Corporation, which lent 
the system $13,500,000 of Federal 
funds. 


The trustees appointed were 
James E. Gorman, president of the 
road; Frank O. Lowden, former 
Governor of Illinois, and Attorney 
Joseph B. Fleming of Chicago. 

In asking for the trusteeship, at- 
torneys for the bondholders said 
the railroad was being operated in- 
efficiently and that the manage- 
ment “owes its primary allegiance 
to the stockholders. We want some- 
body who does not owe that allegi- 
ance.” 

Attorney Elihu Root Jr., New 
York, representing the bondhold- 
ers, criticised the road for paying 
dividends in 1930 “when its officers 
knew the system was headed for 
trouble.” He also asserted the Rock 
Island paid $1,000,000 more a year 
than necessary for coal. 

Root questioned whether pur- 
chase of 35,000 shares of stock in 
the St. Louis-San Francisco Rail- 
road, which owns stock in the Rock 
Island, was made “as an investment 
for the company—a poor invest- 
ment, as it turned out to be—or 
whether it may have been a misuse 
of authority for the purpose of per- 
petuating in office the officers of 
both companies, which are so close- 
ly interlocked.” 

The Rock Island filed a voluntary 
bankruptcy petition last June un- 
der a new Federal law permitting 
reorganization without actual ad- 
judication in bankruptcy. 

Judge James H, Wilkerson, after 
naming the trustees, issued an or- 
der restraining the Reconstruction 
Finance Corporation and several 
New York and Chicago banks from 
selling securities of the road held 
by them as collateral for unpaid 
loans, 

At the bankruptcy petition hear- 
ing Dec. 28 the three trustees may 
be designated as permanent to 
serve until completion of reorgan- 
ization.

across the continent. 

Dougherty, who had registered 
at a San Francisco hotel as Court- 
land Howard of Reno, Nev., was 
found shot to death beside a high- 
way in the outskirts of San Fran- 
cisco Monday. 

Police inspectors said Dougherty, 
hiding his identity under the name 
of Howard, apparently had left the 
East and gone to Los Angeles and 
then hastened to Reno in an at- 
tempt to escape his enemies. From 
Reno he came to San Francisco, 
apparently for a week-end visit. 
Detective Capt. James T, Ma- 
lone of Philadelphia, who aided in 
identifying the man, said he re- 
cently had received a tip that 
Dougherty had left New York, 
where he allegedly was wanted in 
connection with a kidnaping plot, 
for San Francisco. Capt. Malone 
said Daugherty had a Philadelphia 
criminal record dating from 1912 
to 1921.

ABOUT $800,000 LOAN 


Thinks Collateral lateral Was Worth 
Amount Lent—Expects 
Sum to Be Repaid. 


Testifying in a deposition, Wii- 
liam T. Nardin, who was president 
of the Missouri State Life Insur- 
ance Co. when it was adjudged in- 
solvent, said yesterday that in his 
opinion the “fair vaJue” of the col- 
lateral for a loan of $800,000 made 
by the company to the Julius H. 
Barnes group was only the amount 
of the loan. 

He was asked if it was the pol- 
icy of the company to make loans 
on collateral which had no margin 
of value above the amount of the 
loan. 

He replied there was no fixed 
policy; it depended on-the circum- 
stances. He felt confident, he tes- 
tified, that the $800,000 loan would 
be repaid, but up to the time the 
Missouri State Life went into re- 
ceivership only $50,000 had been 
paid back, and insurance examiners 
estimated the company would sus- 
tain a loss of $500,000 on account 
of excess of the loan over market 
value of the security. 

This loan, as hag been told, was 
made in December, 1932, to the In- 
surance Equities Corporation, con- 
trolled by associates of Barnes, who 
then was chairman of the Missouri 
State Life board, to enable the 
Barnes group to consolidate control 
of the company through purchase 
of the Kentucky Home Life Insur- 
ance Co., which owned 29.5 per 
cent of the Missouri State stock. 

The collateral was stock in three 
life insurance companies, Kentucky 
Home, United Life & Accident, and 
Philadelphia Life. Nardin said the 
stocks were not listed and so had 
no readily determinable market 
value. 

The deposition was in the suit of 
Dr. Thomas N. Toomey against the 
General American Life Insurance 
Co. to recover money paid in on 
policies he held in the Missouri 
State Life. His claim is for $1822. 
The Missouri State Life assets were 
purchased, and its policy liabilities 
assumed, by the General American 
Life. The deposition was taken in 
the office of Raymond J. Lahey, 
representing Dr. Toomey, before 
Special Commissioner Edwin J. 
Bean.

The Governor’s bills, making it 
easier for smaller cities and towns 
of the State to acquire municipally 
owned electric, gas and water 
plants, and sewer systems, have 
been tied up for a month in the 
Senate Mnuicipal Corporations 
Committee. The bills have been 
opposed there by a powerful group 
of public utility legislative agents, 
who have centered their fight on 
the gas and electric plant bills. 

Administration supporters, uncer- 
tain as to whether the bills can be 
brought out of the Senate commit- 
tee, believe the bill in the House, 
which consolidates in one measure 
the provisions in the four bills-held 
up in the Senate, will be passed by 
the House. This then will check 
to the Senate the responsibility of 
any failure to pass the public works 
program recommended by the Gov- 
ernor. 

Representative Weakley of Pike 
County, who introduced the House 
bill, briefly explained its provisions 
and urged its- adoption, to aid in 
carrying out the Federal public 
works program. Representative 
Lay of Benton County pointed out 
that this bill had been approved 
as to its form by the Federal Pub- 
lic Works Administration. 

Lay is a member of a spe al 
House commtitee, created, at the 
suggestion of the Governor, to in- 
vestigate lobbying activities and 
particularly activities of utility 
representatives in opposition to 
the public works program. 

No objection was offered to the 
bill and it was perfected at once, 
by a viva voce vote.

55 TO 51 BY MISSOURI 
HOUSE IN FIRST TEST VOTE 


Declaration Against Dramshop in Bill Struck 
Out— Senate Expected to Take Up 
a Liquor Control Tomorrow.

JEFFERSON CITY, Nov. 23. — 
The first test of sentiment in the 
House on legalizing of the open 
saloon was reached this afternoon, 
when the House, by a close vote, 
adopted an amendment striking 
from a pending liquor control bill 
a declaration of policy against the 
open saloon. 

The amendment, by Representa- 
tive Roy (Dem.), Wright County, 
was adopted by a vote of 55 to 51, 
the total vote representing slightly 
more than two-thirds of the voting 
strength of the House. 

Roy prefaced the introduction of 
the amendment with a statement 
that he was opposed to licensing of 
the sale of intoxicating liquor by 
the drink, in hotels, restaurants 
and cafes, as proposed in the bill, 
and favored the return of the open 
and well*%reguiated dramshop or 
saloon. 

The amendment was to be the 
enacting clause of the bill, declar- 
ing its purposes and policy. The 
provision struck out prohibited the 
open saloon “and the evil practices 
thereof forever.” 

Roy said he would offer similar 
amendments to other provisions of, 
advanced 
with its consideration, section by 
section. The bill under considera- 
tion was sponsored, by the Missouri 
Advisory Council on Liquor Control. 

The State liquor control bill,which 
will be the basis of liquor legisla- 
tion at this session of the Legisla- 
ture, was completed this morning 
by the Senate Judiciary and Crimi- 
nal Jurisprudence Committees. It 
will be reported to the Senate as 
soon as the manual labor of typing 
it can be finished, probabiy tomor- 
row. 

Senator Donnelly, majority floor 
leader, said it was the intention to 
take the bill up on the floor of th2 
Senate Monday and to push it to 
perfection. It should be passed in 
the Senate before the end of next 
week and be ready for action in 
the House the following week. 

Apparently it will be an impossi- 
bility to complete legislative action 
on the measure before Dec. 5, the 
day when the eighteenth amend- 
ment will be repealed. Therefoce, 
though national prohibition will 
have ended, Missouri will continues 
to Ye dry legally until this law is 
pa#ed and signed by the Governor. 

The bill prepared ty the commit- 
tees provides for the appointment 
of a State supervisor of liquor con- 
trol to be appointed by the State 
Treasurer, with power to license 
dealers to sell liquor by the pack- 
age, and to license hotels, restau- 
rants and clubs to se‘l by the drink 
at tables. Liquor may not »?2 
drunk on the premises of package 
dealers. 

State Taxes Proposed. 

The tax proposed in the act is 
expected to produce an annual rev- 
enue of approximately $2,000,000 a 
year, and in addition an unesti- 
mated amount from license fees 
imposed on dealers. 

As has been published, the tex 
on whisky, gin, brandy and rum is 
fixed at 80 cents a gallon, on light 
wine at 20 cents, fortified wine at 
40 cents, and on beer of higher al- 
coholic content than 3.2 per cent at 
3 cents a gallon. 

The license fees fixed are $100 a 
year for wholesalers selling less 
than 5000 gallons a year, $150 for 
sellers of from 5000 ,to 10,000 gal- 
lons and $1 for each additional 
1000 gallons, with a maximum of 
$1000; for manufacturers, $250 for 
the first 50,000 barrels sold in cne 
year, and $1 for each additional 
1000 barrels, with a maximum of 
$1000. For rectifiers, $250 with $* 
for-each 1000 barrels; retailers of 
liquor in original packages, $200; 
hotels and cafes, $300; clubs $190. 

Under the provisions, of the act 
any American citizen of good moral 
character, who is a taxpayer in the 
city or county in which he desires 
to sell, may be licensed to _ sell 
liquor. 

Licensing Requirements. 

The committees, after much ar 
gument, decided that in permitting 
the sale of liquor in hotels, res- 
taurants and clubs, there should te 
no requirement that the place shall 
have been, operat 
which was originally planned. As 
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it now stands any hotel, serving 
meals and renting rooms may be 
licensed regardless of the length of 
time it has been in business, but 20 
licenses will be granted to rooming 
houses or hotels which do not serve 
meals. 

Any restaurant which regularly 
seryes meals at tables may he 
licensed, but no restaurant which 
is supplied only with a counter. Any 
bona fide club legally organized 
under the law may be licensed. 

The act contains no provision for 
local option, but that question is 
virtually certain to be brought up 
on the floor of the Senate as an 
emendment, and it is generaily 
thought that local option for coun- 
ties will be placed in the bill before 
it is passed. 

The measure contains provision 
fo: the revocation of licenses for 
violation of the liquor law, and 
conviction in any court will auto- 
matically revoke a license. The ef- 
fect of this is to close the place of 
any liquor law violator immediate- 
ly on conviction. An appeal to a 
higher court wil! not stay the revo- 
cation, and even if the conviction 
should be reversed in the higher 
court, a new license must be ob- 
tained. 

Local License Fees. 

Cities and counties will have the 
power to fix such local license fees 
as they see fit for all persons who 
sell liquor. These local fees will 
be -in addition to the State license 
fee. 

The committee attempted to 
work out a provision which would 
enable it to fix one license fee, to 
be divided between the State, *"1e 
county and the city, but encoun- 
tered constitutional objections 
which made that plan impossib!e. 

Sales on Sundzy and on election 
day are prohibited, but the act 
fixes no night closing hours, a reg- 
ulation which will be left to the 
supervisor to fix. 

No brewer, distiller or wholesale 
dealer is to be permitted to have 
any financial interest ‘1 any place 
in which liquor is sold at retail, and 
neither the State Treasurer, the 
supervisor nor any employe of the 
administrative force may have a 
financial interest in any place in 
which liquor is sold. ) 

Repeals Present Law. 

When the act goes into effect the 
present State bone-dry law will be 
repealed. 

The fact that a person has been 
convicted of violating the National 
prohibition act or the State bone- 
dry law will not disqualify him 
from being licensed under the new 
law, which limits this disqualifica- 
tion to one who has been convicted 
since the repeal of the eighteenth 
amendment. : 

Dickmann Outlines Views. 

Mayor Dickmann of St. Louis con- 
ferred with the Senate committees 
this morning, outlining the views of 
several groups of citizens in St. 
Louis who have made recommenda- 
tions. 

The Mayor expressed himself in 
favor of complete local control by 
the city of the sale of liquor through 
an excise commissioner to be ap- 
pointed by the Mayor. He said that 
it was his opinion that in the city 
the size of St. Louis satisfactory 
regulation could come only through 
local officials. 

He said Collector Koeln had sug- 
gested that the number of places 
in which liquor could be sold in the 
city should be limited to 1500 and 
that a high license—$1500—should 
be imposed, one-third of which 
should go to the State and two- 
thirds to the city. 

Though avoiding the use of the 
word “saloon,” the Mayor said that 
it was his opinion that the prevail- 
ing sentiment in St. Louis favored 
“strictly regulated places where 
liquor would be served.” 

The Mayor conveyed to the com- 
mittee the views of various groups 
in St. Louis. He said the ministers

ON RELIEF ROLLS 


$1,000,000 Already Has Been 
Allotted for Clothing and 
Bedding for Families.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 23.—Plans 


for feeding and clothing 1,000,000 
American families they expect to 
remain on relief rolls this winter 
were said by relief officials today 


to be taking final form with the 
Federal Surplus Relief Corporation 
busy supplies for distribution. 

The Surplus Relief Corporation 
and the Federal Emergency Relief 
Administration have joined with the 
Agricultural Adjustment . Adminis- 
tration to buy farmers’ surpluses 
and distribute the foodstuffs to the 
destitute. During the last two 
weeks the Relief Administration 
has allotted over $1,000,000 with 
which various states are to pur- 
chase clothing and bedding for the 
needy. 

The Surplus Relief Corporation 
yesterday opened bids for 5,000,000 
pounds of beans. It previously had 
bought 400,000 pounds of canned 
beef, 100,000,000 pounds of pork 
cured from hogs bought by the Ag- 
ricultural Adjustment Administra- 
tion; nearly $100,000 worth of 
Washington, Maine and Missouri 
apples; 11,500,000 bushels of wheat 
through the Farm Credit Adminis- 
tration; 19,000 hogs and 30,000 to 
40,000 Texas range cattie. It has 
ordered 300,000,000 pounds more of 
pork through the AAA and author- 
ized direct purchase and processing 
of 100,000 sheep. 


PLAN TO REORGANIZE GERMAN 
STEEL, COAL TRUST DRAFTED 


Government Would Have Indirect 
Control Through Bank Hold- 
ings in Mother Firm.

BERLIN, Nov. 23.—A plan to re- 
organize the German Billion-Dollar 
Steel and Coal Trust and give the 
Government indirect control over it 


through bank hvidings in the moth- 
er firm, will be submitted at a 
stockholders’ meeting in Essen 
Nov. 29. 

To be known as the Steel Union, 
the new grouping proposes a setup 
with a capitalization of between 5u0 
and 600 million marks (now about 
$195,009,000 and $234,000,000), most- 
ly accounted for by exchanges of 
stock in four major companies 
against stock in the new trfst.

“May we, in our own fights for 
things which we know to be right, 
fight as ably and as successfully as 
he (Lord Baltimore) did 300 years 
ago. 

Text of Address. 
The text of the address follows: 


Ritchie, my friends of 
Maryland. This is rightly the day 
dedicated to Lord Baltimore, and to 
men and women who sailed under 
his banners just three centuries 
ago. They sought at the outset a 
priceless possession and they sought 
it not for themselves alone, but 
for all others, even for those who 
disagreed with them. I think it is 
hard in all history to find a better 
example of hearty, determined co- 
operation, of the will to do for 
others in order that we may do 
the best for ourselves. It is a spirit 
which we praise because it existed 
300 years ago, but it is the spirit 
that we ought to match in 1933. 

“When in 1633 the expedition set 
out of Cowes, England, from that 
very waterfront where the Ameri- 
can Ambassador stood just now as 
he and Lord Fairfax made their re- 
marks, that expedition, while later 
than others, was very much in ad- 
vance of them in one respect. Lord 
Baltimore and his colonists sought 
in their charter liberty, not only 
alone for members of the expedi- 
tion, but for all later comers as 
well. It is a good thing to demand 
liberty for ourselves and for those 
who agree with us, but it is a bet- 
ter thing and rarer thing to give 
liberty to others whom we do not 
agree with. 

His Greatest Contribution. 

“We would do less than our duty 
to Lord Baltimore if on such an an- 
niversary we paid no tribute to this. 
His greatest contribution to Amer- 
ica, a free America, may we in our 
own fights for things which we 
know to be right, fight as ably and 
as successfully as he did, 300 years 
ago. For we have our own fights 
to wage not against the same foe, 
which he beat down, but against 
other foes just as obstinate and 
just as powerful and just as intol- 
erant of things we fight for today. 

“And so, my friends, I hope that 
this 300-year anniversary of the 
founding of Maryland which will 
go on from now through the year 
1934 will be a success not only for 
those who partake in it, but‘also 
will be a reminder to _ people 
throughout the United States of 
the great fight that Lord Baltimore 
made three centuries ago for reli- 
gious freedom in America.”

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WHOLESALE COMMODITY 
PRICES HIGHEST IN TWO YEARS 


Figures for Week Ending Nov. 18 
Show 20 Per Cent Rise Over 
Those of March 4.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 23.—Whole- 
sale commodity prices reached the 


highest level in more than .two 
years during the week of Nov. 18, 
the weekly study of the Federal 
Bureau of Labor Statistics said to- 
day, making an increase of about 
20 per cent since March 4, last. 

The index number was 71.7, as 
compared with 71.5 for the week 
ended Nov. 11, and compared with 
72.1 in August, 1931, and 64.2 for 
the corresponding week in 1932. 

“Wholesale prices,” said Isador 
Lubin, Commissioner of Labor Sta- 
tistics of the Department of Labor, 
“reached the highest level since Au- 
gust, 1931, when the index figure 
was 72.1. 

“They are more than 20 per cent 
above the low for this year, which 
was reached during the week of 
March 4, when the index figure was 
59.6. Compared with the correspond- 
ing week of a year ago when the 
index figure stood at 64.2 the pres- 
ent index shows an increase of 
nearly 12 per cent during the 12 
months.” 

The bureau uses 1926 prices as 
100 for purposes of comparison.

The actual effect of such 
action would be to deprive the 
House of any real voice in the en- 
actment of sales tax legislation, and 
there are those who look upon it as 
a scheme to give over the legisla- 
tion to umnrriendly hands in the 
Senate. 

If Both Go to Senate. 

If both bills were sent to thd 
Senate, that body could take the 
substitute, and could kill in com- 
mittee the Governor’s bill, and the 
House would not have any fure 
ther opportunity to consider it. 

On the other hand, if only thd 
Governor’s bill should be passed, 
the House would retain a large 
measure of control over it. No mat- 
ter what amendments the Senate 
might pass, they would not become 
effective unless agreed to by the 
House. 

It is the general belief about the 
Capitol that, before the Legislature 
adjourns, it will pass some kind of 
a sales tax bill, and there is fear 
among the Governor’s friends that,

HE great war is on. As everyone 

knows, the “nobles” and “clergy” of 
today will not give up their privileges 
without a fight. Turgot and Necker, and 
perhaps Calonne, might have spared 
France the horrors of the Revolution. 
Louis XVI was willing to listen to them. 
But the stupidity of the nobles and high 
clergy of that time did not permit a 
peaceful settlement. 

The enlightened economists of today 
could spare us the horrors of civil strife. 
Our great President is listening to them. 
Will the stupidity of the present-day 

«“nobles” and “clergy” prevent a peaceful 
economic and social readjustment, made 
necessary and inevitable by the splendid 
progress of science, invention and gen- 
eral education, as well as big bankers 
and business men, vithout “honor or 
patriotism”? The “nobles” of today? The 
Fords, Mellons, Morgans and Wiggins. 
The “clergy” of today? The Tory poli- 
ticians: Reed, Watson, Glass and others; 
and the Tory newspaper editors and pub- 
lishers: the McCormicks, Hearsts and 
the rest of them. The clergy of the old 
days preached the divine right of kings 
and nobles, and non-resistance to oppres- 
sion and exploitation. The corresponding 
clergy of today, the Tory politicians and 
press, preach the constitutional right of 
their bosses and of themselves to plunder 
the people. 

Yes, the gigantic fight is on. The time 
for heroic deeds and self-sacrifice in the 
cause of humanity—for justice and hu- 
man rights as against “, rivileged classes 
and public plunderers”—is at hand. Free- 
dom of the press? Yes, Mr. McCormick, 
but what press? The one supported by 
business? It is not “free,” and you know 
it. Give up your wealth, become a miner 
without a job, or a farmer with a mort- 
gage on your farm, or a teacher who has 
not been paid for months. Then talk 
of “constitutional rights.” Become the 
editor of a small workers’ newspaper, 
while somebody else is editor of the Tory 
Chicago Tribune, with its fabulous power 
to mislead public opinion and to crush 
small newspapers, and you will change 
your mind about the newspaper code and 
the freedom of the press. 

Let me stop with the following words 
of a philosopher of history, which could 
be very useful in the present state of af- 
fairs, if properly understood: “Slavery 
and exploitation are possible only when 
the slaves (or exploited) are too ignorant 
or terrorized to protest, or both.” I be- 
lieve that in this struggle to obtain jus- 
tice for the masses, the Post-Dispatch 
fis and will continue to be a leader, in 
accordance with its traditions. .

Amer-Khan History.

HE historian of the future, writing 
at Teheran in A. D. 2033, sagely re- 
marked that the epitome (or perhaps, 
the epitaph) of three successive reigns in 
the old Amer-Khan dynasty. of Mellon, 
thought to have flourished from A. D.

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ST. LOUIS AND PUBLIC WORKS. 

The smashing victory of the hospital bond issue 
proposal illustrates the temper of the city toward 
public works. Last April, the same proposal was de- 
feated at the polls. In the interim, the sentiment for 
public works as a means of re-employment, spurred 
by the Federal Government's campaign, has risen to 
great heights. Mayor Dickmann failed to note the 
trend. In October, he was saying flatly that it wouid 
be impossible to pass a bond issue. Held firmly in 
tow by Mr. Nolte, he refused again and again to give 
serious consideration to a large bond issue. 

Perhaps, in view of the 11-to-1 victory of the hos- 
pital bond issue, the Mayor will realize that there 
are more things in heaven and earth than are dreamt 
of in the philosophy of those who place neat book: 
keeping above the larger purposes of St. Louis. Nor 
can it be argued, we think, that the hospital bond 
election was not a clear-cut demonstration of the 
city’s willingness to spend money. It is true the 
$1,500,000 was authorized in 1923, but unless it were 
transferred from the northeast approach item to the 
hospitals, it would have remained unspent. So that 
an actual increase in the city’s debt was involved. 

Maybe it is not entirely fair to accuse the Mayor 
of failing to observe the rising approval of public 
works. Within the past few days, he has made sev: 
eral moves indicative of a desire on his part to 
ameliorate his once adamant position. For one thing, 
he has appointed a committee to study the mass hous- 
ing situation and apply for a 100 per cent Federal 
grant. In this step, he has the support of the Cham- 
ber of Commerce, which remained discreetly out of 
the picture until it became known that it was pos- 
sible to get all the money from Washington. For 
another, the Mayor has come out for a $5,000,000 bond 
issue, to be used for completing the unfinished busi- 
ness of the 1923 bond issue. 

But St. Louis is still far out of the running as 
compared with other cities and with the amount of 
money it should receive from the Federal Government 
on the basis of population. Col. Hugh Miller, local 
representative of the PWA, figures that St. Louis 
should receive some $17,000,000 from the $3,300,000,- 
000 Federal fund. Up to the present, it has applied 
for grants of $1,105,381 on improvements to cost 
$4,466,856, and expects to ask for $1,731,200 more in 
grants on other undertakings to cost $7,487,600. 

Thus, instead of getting $17,000,000, the city stands 
to collect Jess than 33,090,000. Even including pos:- 
sible grants under the Mayor’s projected $5,000,000 
bond issue, St. Louis is being cheated of the lion’s 
share of what is rightfully its portion of Federal 
funds. This condition may partly be remedied if the 
Government undertakes a mass housing project here. 
On the other hand, it is entirely possible the PWA 
will refuse to finance such a project 100 per cent on 
the ground that St. Louis is well able to contribute 
part of the cost. 

What will be the consequences if St. Louis does 
not get its full share of public works funds? It 
means that St. Louis will be paying, in Federal in- 
come, inheritance, liquor and excise taxes, for im- 
provements in other communities which have the 
foresight to apply for their full share. It means we 
will be paying for bridges in Apalachicola, water- 
works in Walla Walla, swimming pools in Oskaloosa 
and other distant projects of no conceivable use or 
interest for St. Louisans. It means, further, that St. 
Louis will fail to get the benefit of re-employment in 
the same proportion as other cities. 

St. Louis today is spending $600,000 a month for 
relief. One person in every eight is in the free 
soup line. Altogether, some 135,000 persons are out 
of work, a condition that will be helped slightly by 
civil works expenditures. The city reaps no har- 
vest from relief expenditures. Let us call these ex- 
penditures by their real name—the dole. The dole 
is repugnant to the American spirit. The dole breaks 
the spirit of those who receive it. “Nothing made 
a happy slave, but a degraded man,” said Edmund 
Burke. When a man stands long enough in the soup 
line, he becomes a cringing, fawning wreck. 

There is nothing more important today than put- 
ting men to work. It transcends every other issue. 
It is behind practically every move President Roose- 
velt has made since he took office. Mayor Dickmann 
himeelf, in his campaign for Mayor, capitalized the 
issue by adopting the slogan: “A breadwinner in 
every home by Christmas.” Yet when it comes to full 
participation in the public works fund, designed pri- 
marily to put the people to work, the Mayor takes 
his stand, not with President Roosevelt, but with dis- 
gruntled and short-sighted property owners who fear 
additional taxation. - 

It is thought that the entire Federal public works 
fund will be allocated before Jan. 1. The time for 
St. Louis to act is pathetically short. But there is 
still time. 

What about it, Mr. Mayor?

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DID THE HOUSE RATIFY? 

The Missouri House of Representatives has voted 
on ratifying the child labor amendment to the Fed- 
eral Constitution, with a result of 66 for and 57 
against. This would appear to be an indisputable vote 
of approval, but there are grave doubts, it seems. 
Our statesmen’s superb talent for creating confusion 
on the simplest issue has been exercised in this in- 
stance and the affirmative vote is followed by dispute 
over whether or not the measure carried. The ques- 
tion concerns whether a simple majority of those 
present is sufficient, or whether a constitutional ma- 
jority of the entire membership, or 76, is required. 
Speaker Meredith has placed his approval on the vote, 
but Attorney-General McKittrick has not announced 
his ruling. 

The wording of the State Constitution seems to 
leave no room for casting doubts and suspicions upon 
the vote. That document says (Article IV, Section 
18): “A majority of the whole number of members 
of each house shall constitute a quorum to do busi- 
ness ...” Since 123 members, or 47 more than a 
majority, did the business on this resolution? the 
constitutional requirement was met. Even if it be 
objected that in this vote the Legislature was not 
exercising a State function, but acting as a Federal 
instrumentality, it would appear that ordinary parlia- 
mentary usage, requiring merely a majority of those 
present, would apply. If the resolution’s backers 
could obtain reconsideration, and could rally 76 or 
more votes, all doubts, of course, would be removed. 

The matter of ratifying the child labor amendment 
is too important to become the football of a debate 
on the fine points of parliamentary procedure. If 
our country is to abolish permanently the evil of 
child slavery, then 21 more states must act before 
the temporary ban imposed by NRA becomes ineffec- 
tive, two years hence, and Missouri’s ratification is 
needed. We hope that the outcome in the House dis- 
pute will be favorable, and that the Senate will join 
in voting ratification.

PARKING AT THE AUDITORIUM. 

The question of parking automobiles of persons at- 
tending events at the new Municipal Auditorium has 
been brought up by the Auditorium Commission. The 
big place, to be in use early next year, has a poten- 
tial maximum capacity of more than 25,000 persons, 
with all units in use. A considerable portion of any 
such number will go by automobile. How to ac- 
commodate thousands of cars in convenient distance 
of the structure is the problem. 

A first suggestion in the commission was that sur- 
rounding streets be blocked off, when needed, for 
parking. However, nearby thoroughfares could 
hardly furnish sufficient space, to say nothing of the 
inconvenience and hazard this weuld create, and the 
number of policemen or guards who would be re- 
quired. A second proposal is for the city to provide 
modern parking facilities. 

This might be done by building an underground 
parking area beneath Memorial Plaza. The city 
probably could obtain funds for this purpase from 
the Federal Public Works Administration as a self- 
liquidating” project. A portion of the money might 
be raised in the miscellaneous bond issue Mayor 
Dickmann talks of submitting next spring. The idea 
at least is worth investigating. If adopted, it would 
provide a large volume of employment for men now 
in the free soup line. 
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A DISTINCTIVE NEWSPAPER. 

The Christian Science Monitor, which is celebrat- 
ing its twenty-fifth anniversary with a series of hand- 
some progress editions this week, occupies a unique 
place in the world of journalism. Founded when the 
American press was its yellowest, it was looked on 
as a dubious venture and its unusual news policy as 
unsuited to survival. A quarter century has passed, 
and there is now perhaps no newspaper with a more 
truly world-wide circulation. It has avoided sensa- 
tionalism, and looked on the passing scene with calm 
eyes and the perspective which goes with the inter- 
national viewpoint. Yet, frequently its editorial page 
is more outspoken than that of many of its col- 
leagues, as in the case of the malpractices of our 
erstwhile captains of finance. Generally speaking, 
those who disagree with the Monitor at times, re- 
spect it none the less. During the worst depression 
in history, it has built what is said to be the finest 
newspaper plant in the country. This in itself testi- 
fies that the Monitor has made a place for itself in 
the world. 


JUSTICE, POETIC AND OTHERWISE. 

Justice, poetic as well as legal, was meted out by 
County Judge Fleming of Belleville when he or- 
dered St. Clair County to reduce the assessment on 
the Illinois portion of the Municipal Bridge from 
$2,000,000 to $1,000,000. He found the $2,000,000 val- 
uation to be unsupported by the facts and to consti- 
tute constructive fraud. 

While the case, involving the 1931 and 1932 as- 
sessments, was pending, the assessors blithely added 
another million dollars for 1933. That was their 
way. we suppose, of retorting to the small toll the 
City of St. Louis placed on the bridge for relief pur- 
poses. Since the $2,000,000 assessment would not 
stand up in court, it takes no stretch of the imagi- 
nation to decide what will become of the $3,000,000 
assessment. 

We are delighted that Judge Fleming put a quietus 
on the East Side tax gougers. The people of St. Louis 
paid the whole cost of the bridge, though the East 
Side has benefited from it enormously and has used 
it free of toll except for the past year. To triple the 
assessment in three years, and mighty lean years at 
that, was a peculiar expression of gratitude. 

Under Judge Fleming's. decision, the city is en- 
titled to recover, $43,000, representing taxes paid 
under protest, from St. Clair County, and $43,000 
will pay a lot of bills. Mr. Nolte, we presume, will 
now go into his dance.

Mr. Sprague’s Resignation 


R. SPRAGUE’S resignation raises a 
M question which cuts deeper than mone- 

tary policy. “It is possible,” he says 
to the President, “that there might still be 
a meeting of minds had I been afforded any 
opportunity to discuss policies with you. 
But no opportunities whatever have been 
afforded me since my return from London 
in July” . - and so he resigns “for the 
purpose of contributing” to “an organized 
and aroused public opinion.” Thus his resig- 
nation is a summons to end the political 
truce which has prevailed since March. 

The country as a whole will be extremely 
reluctant to see the truce brought to an end. 
It has not forgotten to what an extreme 
of paralysis and despair we were brought 
by the political deadlock last winter. Nor 
has it forgotten the enormous relief which 
came after March 4, when, under an in- 
spiriting leadership, partisanship and fac- 
tionalism were submerged. 

It is well understood among the discern- 
ing, I think, that it was the unity of the 
people, expressed through the efficiency with 
which Congress and the President collabo- 
rated, rather than the specific measures 
themselves, which changed the whole situa- 
tion radically for the better. And so it is 
with a heavy heart, with a knowledge that 
the costs will be great, that one beholds 
the rupture of this unity. 


The maintenance of unity among a free 
pcople depends upon the recognition of cer- 
tain basic principles. The time-honored 
method of achieving national unity is 
through a national government, through a 
coalition which is wide enough to embrace 
al] but the most intransigent, which is cath- 
clic enough to include representatives of 
al. who are willing to sink their differences 
ta overcome the emergency. Our system of 
government does not lend itself to this type 
of coalition. Our substitute for it, in war 
or other crisis, is to draw into the councils 
of the Government and into its service indi- 
viduals who have the confidence of those 
who would normally be in opposition. 

In other words, if public criticism is to be 
suspended, if the ordinary conflicts of par- 
tisanship and interest are to be damped 
down, the Government itself must be repre- 
sentative. For, somewhere or other in the 
governmental system, opposing views must 
be taken into account. If they are not to 
express themselves publicly, they must be 
able to express themselves within the Gov- 
ernment’s own councils, There is no way 
of annulling the opposition entirely. It must 
be effective in one way or another. Either 
it must have the sympathetic ear of the 
President or it will break out and appeal 
to the people. If opposition is overridden 
within a Government, then it will organize 
cutside of it. From this choice there is, 
in a free country, no escape. 

Until quite recently, and then only on the 
question of monetary policy, the present 
admiristration has played the game which 
a government must play if it is to com- 
mand the general support of the people. 

The NRA isavery good example. Here is 
a scheme of industrial reconstruction in- 
volving radical changes in the disttibution 
of power and, therefore, of income,

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Now, whatever may have been the mis- 
takes at certain stages of the NRA, and to 
my thinking there have been mistakes, the 
NRA, after the Blue Eagle campaign sub- 
sided, has been administered in the open 
and with the representatives of the many 
parties at interest participating. Nobody 
has had things all his own way, and every- 
body has done his share of grumbling. But 
everybody has had his day in court. Gen. 
Johnson has been vehement. But he has 
been frank. The net result is that the coun- 
try is coming to look upon the NRA as 
something which it can work out success- 
fully, as. something to be argued about in 
detail rather than challenged in principle. 


But in the gold purchase policy, a differ- 
ent procedure has been followed. From the 
start, it has been mysterious. It has never 
been made intelligible. Then it transpired 
that officials, who presumably should have 
understood it, either did not understand it 
or, understanding it, disagreed with it. 

Now it must be admitted, of course, that 
Treasury policies are never debated in full 
public view; the speculative character of the 
money markets always compels a large mea- 
sure of secrecy and censorship. The British 
do not publish what the equalization fund 
is doing from day to day, nor do they say 
just what precisely they are aiming at in 
monetary matters. In the days when the 
Federal Reserve System, rather than the 
President, was, managing the American 
currency, there was plenty of mystery and 
secrecy. 

Yet, when full weight has been given to 
these considerations, it is still true that the 
gold policy has been conducted unwisely. 
Grant for the moment that the policy is a 
good one; it is certainly a strange policy 
which the people do not’ understand. If 
such a policy was to be launched, was it n 
essential that every effort be made to create 
confidence, if not in the policy itself, then 
at the very least in the men who are to 
operate it? Was that done? I am afraid not.

Mr. Sprague says he was not consulted, 
though he was the President’s own choice 
for principal adviser to the Treasury in 
these matters. Mr. Morgenthau was put.-in 
charge of the Treasury, though Mr.~ Mor- 
genthau has had little experience in these 
matters. Surely, when a novel experiment 
was to be made, it would have been the part 
of wisdom to do everything possible to make 
people believe in the men who are leading 
them into the unknown. In no other way 
would it have been possible to carry the 
thing through as a national experiment 
without arousing the kind of organized op- 
positon Mr. Sprague now calls for. For 
you can fight the opposition or take it into 
camp. You cannot ignore it. 

My own view is that the chief danger of 
the gold policy lies not in Prof. Warren's 
theory itself, but in the effects of the mys- 
tery and abruptness with which it has been 
administered.

PROFESSOR ADVANCES THEORY 
ABOUT LONG LOST DA VINCI 


Says Photograph Shows Work 
Ascribed to Another Is Leon- 
ardo’s “Birth of Christ.” 

By the Associated Press. 

RALEIGH, N. C., Nov. 23.—Dis- 
covery through photographic aid of 
one of the world’s long lost and 
most famous paintings—Leonardo 
Da Vinci’s “Birth of Christ,” is an- 
nounced here by J. D. Paulson, as- 
sistant professor of architecture at 
North Carolina State College. He 


contends that the painting for 400 
years has been erroneously titled 
“Adoration of the Kings” and in- 
correctly ascribed to Sandro Botti- 
celli, celebrated Florentine. 

Paulson, graduate of the Yale 
School of Fine Arts in Painting and 
Drawing, said inscriptions found on 
“a perfect protographic reproduc- 
tion” of the original painting, 
“which must be on the original if 
they are on the reproduction,” defi- 
nitely established, in his opinion, 
the authenticity of the work as 
Leonardo’s. Paulson has not seen 
the original, which he said for- 
merly had hung in the Hermitage 
in Petrograd, but recently had been 
acquired by a private citizen whose 
identity he would not disclose. 
Leonardo, the versatile Italian, 
painted the “Birth of Christ” on 
order of the Duke of Milan in 1493 
for presentation to Empercr Maxi- 
milian. The painting, which Paul- 
son contends is that work, shows 
the Emperor and the Duke—both 
identified as such by Paulson 
through inscription—with their fol- 
lowers paying obeisance to the 
Christ child in the central back- 
ground. Leonardo himself is iden- 
tified by the North Carolina pro- 
fessor as a member of the Duke’s 
retinue. Mary is holding the Child 
and Joseph is standing just to the 
left.

NEGROES DRAMATIC 


“Green Pastures’. Star, After 
Play Closes, Will Found 
| a College. 


By the Associated Press. 

MEMPHIS, Tenn., Nov. 23.— 
Whenever the last c rtain falls on 
“The Green Pastures” Richard B. 
Harrison, “De Lawd,” intends to 
quit the footlights and found a col- 
lege of dramatic arts designed to 


make the Negro an important fac- 
tor of the American stage. 

The school would be given wholly 
to developing the instinctive but 
latent talents.of the race for dra- 
matic expression of itself. 

Harrison regards the southern 
Negro as the most typical of Amer- 
ican Negroid life, and therefore in- 
tends to lay the scenes of his labors 
in the south. . 

He would like to make his school 
a unit of the State Agricultural and 
Technical College for Negroes at 
Greensboro, N. C. “De Lawd” was 
a member of the faculty there for 
seven years before joining the cast 
of “The Green Pastures” and his 
knowledge of that college leads him 
to believe it offers an excellent op- 
portunity for his development of his 
plan. 

No Propaganda or Exploitation. 

A determining factor in his decis- 
ion as to location has been the cor- 
dial attitude of the North Carolina 
Department of Education, the City 
of Greensboro and Paul Green, the 
playwright, who’resides at Chapel 
Hill, close by. 

Harrison believes the American 
Negro can give most valuable con- 
tributions to the drama by portray- 
ing truthfully his life, his thoughts 
and his hopes. And anything “de 
Lawd” has to do with must adhere 
to true characteristics of the race 
without compromise. 

He would have nothing smacking 
of propaganda for the Negro or 
against him nor would he permit 
false exploitation of the race. 

Aside from presentation, the ven- 
erable actor hopes to develop play- 
writing on the part of his students 
to the end that his training ground 
will be wholly Negroid in all its 
phases. 

Wants a Real Auditorium. 

First of all, he wants an audi- 
torium that would include all of the 
mechanism found in the commercial 
theaters—a roomy stage with lots 
of space for scene-shifting, “drops,” 
wings and elaborate lighting ef- 
fects. 

“Many good amateurs get their 
hance on the professional stage and 
are scared to death because they 
are accustomed to playing by lamp 
light with dishpans for footlights,” 
said “de Lawd.” 

He intends to eliminate that han- 
dicap by training his students amid 
the same mechanical surroundings 
they would find upon becoming pro- 
fessionals. 

The role of “de Lawd” was Har- 
rison’s first on the commercial stage 
and he intends that it shall be his 
last. He believes “The Green Pas- 
tures” will run about two years lon- 
ger and thereafter he will be done 
with trouping unless the show be- 
comes an institution like “Rip Van 
Winkle” or “The Old Homestead” 
and he is recalled for periodical 
toucs. 

He completed his 1338th perform- 
mance at the close of the week’s run 
in Atlanta.

One by one, the St. Louis Gun- 
ners are erasing claimants for the 
independent professional football 
championship. Last night, with 
“Swede” Johnston as chief “eras- 
er,” Coach Gwinn Henry’s powerful 
eleven rubbed out the Oklahoma 
Chiefs at Francis Field by a score 
of 19 to 0 for their sixth straight 
victory. Inclement weather kept 
the attendance down to about 2000, 
rain falling before the game and 
during the first quarter. The Gun- 
ners’ season record is eight vic- 
tories, two ties and one defeat. 

Earlier this season, the Memphis 
Tigers had the temerity to tie the 
Gunners, 13—13. So, last Sunday, 
the Gunners traveled Southward 
and “took” the Tigers, 14 to 3, in 
a return game. The Chiefs also 
had tied the Gunners earlier, the 
score being 0—0; hence, last night’s 
return match was arranged and the 
Gunners, this time, showed un- 
doubted superiority. 

The Oklahoma team made only 
one dangerous thrust. That was in 
the opening period when the Chiefs 
made four of their five first downs. 
This threat was stopped by the 
Gunners on their 10-yard line. Held 
scoreless in the first period, the 
St. Louis eleven counted single 
touchdowns in each of the other 
three quarters. Johnston led up to 
the first score with a 16-yard line 
to ‘the Oklahoma four-yard line 
and, after one play, plunged over 
for the yard that remained between 
the Gunners and the Chiefs’ goal- 
line. This try-for-point was con- 
verted by Frahm. 

Johnston Makes Long Run. 

Plunges and long dashes are all 
parts of Johnston’s repertoire so, in 
the third period, he took the ball on 
his own 21-yard line and, with 
great blocking aiding him, swept 
around the right side of the Okla- 
homa line for 79 yards and the 
score. The third and final touch- 
down came in the final period when 
Cowboy Kyle turned in a pretty 
performance with a 17-yard dash 
over the line. Frahm, usually dead- 
ly-accurate in his placements, 
missed the second and third tries 
with wide kicks. 

The game start.d with both 
teams extra careful because of the 
rain and the slippery condition of 
the Ball. Both punted frequently 
hoping for a “break.” The Chiefs 
got one when Workman, trying to 
pass, was thrown for a loss around 
midfield. The Chiefs then carried 
the ball steadily until the Gunners’ 
10-yard line was reached when, 
fourth down and 18 to go, an at- 
tempt to pass was nullified by a 
fumble and the ball went over on 
downs. 

Johnston began to make his pres- 
ence known in the second quarter 
when, after five minutes of play, 
he intercepted an Oklahoma pass 
and ran to the Chiefs’ 3l-yard line. 
Spudich and Johnston accounted 
for a first down on the 20-yard 
line and Johnston then cracked the 
line to the four-yard stripe. Spudich 
picked up three yards and Johnston 
went the rest of the distance, 

About midway through the third 
period, the Chiefs were forced to 
kick and Eaton punted to the Gun- 
ners’ 2l-yard line. Johnston, with 
perfect interference and excellent 
open-field blocking aiding him, got 
clear about midfield and outran 
two Oklahoma safety men to reach 
the line, 

With the Chiefs still powerless in 
the fourth period and the Gunners 
having the ball in midfield, dashes 
by Kyle and Spudich put together 
two first downs and placed the ball 
on the 17-yard mark. Here Kyle 
cut through and with knees high, 
showed how a good back can run 
by clipping off the required yard- 
age. 


Sunday afternoon at Public 
Schools Stadium, the Gunners will 
oppose the Detroit Indians, regard- 
ed as another of the strongest in- 
dependent teams in the country. 
Detroit's only defeat in nine games 
was at the hands—or feet—of the 
Chicago Bears of the National 
League.

NEW YORK, Nov. 23.—Ray Im- 
pellittiere, the young Cold Spring 
giant, fighting hi ssecond real ring 
battle, scored a technical knockout 
over the veteran Tommy Loughran 
at the Bronx Coliseum last night, 
but he didn’t get it. 

Referee Pete Hartley stopped the 
fight after two minutes and 10 see- 
onds of fighting in the sixth with 
Loughran a weiter of blood from a 
cut inside his mouth. Then Gen. 
John J. Phelan, chairman of the 
New York State Boxing Commis- 
sion from the ringside, overruled 
the referee and ordered the fight to 
continue as Loughran danced up 
and down in the middle of the ring 
almost squealing with rage. 

The battle, billed for the “Amer- 
ican heavyweight title,”. went the 
limit, and the decision was given to 
Loughran. The action of the box- 
ing commission was unprecedented 
in this city. The decision, in my 
opinion, was a rank injustice to the 
255%4-pound Italian from up the 
Hudson, who displayed astonishing 


(boxing form for a man his size and 


of his limited experience. 
Loughran Outweighed 70 Pounds. 
The referee gave Loughran six 
rounds, Ray two, with two even. 
Billy Jacobs, one of the judges, 
scored it the same way. But Char- 
ley Lynch, the other judge, made it 
dead even thing. 


The judges,. like most of the 
crowd of 5000 that paid $7400 to 
see the fight, must have been 
swayed by the fact that Ray out- 
weighed Loughran 70 pounds who 
looked like a midgét alongside the 
giant, forgetting the fact that Tom- 
my has nad perhaps 200 fights to 
Impellittiere’'s two. The latter’s 
only other ring contest of any imn- 
portance was a nine-round knock- 
out of Jose-Santa. 

Ray has gained much fame as the 
“Hot House Heavy.” His manager, 
Harry Lenny, has been schooling 
him for five years, or since Ray 
was a mere school boy at Cold 
Spring. The giant's father has been 
a barber at West Point for years. 
Toward the close of the battle, Ray 
showed lack of ring wisdom, letting 
the cagey Loughran “bull” him a 
lot. But in the early rounds he dis- 
closed astounding coolness and 
knowledge of boxing. He is to be

NEW YORK, Nov. 23.—Stocks 
turned downward today after mull- 
ing about indecisively in the early 
part of the session. Wheat dropped 
more than 3 cents a bushel, the 
dollar rallied sharply against for- 
eign exchanges and traders ap- 
peared highly confused over the 
currency controversy. The _ close 
was generally heavy.

Railroad passenger fares and 
sleeping car charges will be ma- 
terially lowered Dec. 1°in the ter- 
ritory west and north of St. Louis 
and Chicago.

The new rates of fare will be 2 
cents ‘a mile in day coaches and: 3 
cents a mile in sleeping and parlor 
cars, with the additional cost of 
sleeping car space reduced one- 
third, by elimination of the present 
surcharge.

passengers, is 3.6 cents a mile. 

Short-limit round-trip ‘tickets, 
good in all classes of cars, will be 
sold on.a.basis of 2 cents a mile, 
and long-limit round-trip tickets on 
a basis of 2% cents.a mile. This 
will extend to ail seasons of the 
year, the rates "which have been 
made in the past at special seasons. 
Sale of scrip tickets will be con- 
tinued at the present rate of 2.7 
cents a mile. . 

As compared with the present 
one-way fare of $10.04 from St.

AL SMITH IN FAVOR OF ‘ADS’ 
TO WARN YOUTHS OF CRIME 


Tells Senate Committee That Pen- 
alties of Lawlessness Should 
Be Widely Known. 

By the Associated Press. 

NEW -YORK, Noy. 23.—Former 
Gov. Alfred E. Smith favors 4- 
vertising the penalties of crime for 
the benefit of young would-be 
criminals. 

“I believe in advertising,” hej} 
told United States Senator Royal 
S. Copeland today at resumption 
of public hearings by the Senate 
Racket Committee. “I think you 
have to advertise. I think it would 
be money well spent to lay before 
the potential criminal just what no 
is going to get himself into.” 

The former Governor explained 
that many intelligent and well- 
versed people did not understand 
the law regarding statutory mur- 
der—that every person participat- 
ing in a crime in which someore 
is killed may be found guilty of 
first-degree murder. 

The ignorant youth, he said, un- 
der these circumstances, should be 
made aware of this fact with the 
probable result that fewer boys 
would risk the electric chair in 
committing petty robberies. 

To deal with first offenders 
among boys, Smith advocated a 
state commission of well-paid ex- 
perts to take from judges the ngnt 
of sentencing, particularly as it 
applies to boys, and to determine 
in their own way the best method 
of dealing with criminals.

distilled spirits shall be made by 
any member of the industry except 
in accordance with prices, terms, 
and conditions which have been 
posted and which have_not been de- 
clared ineffective.” 

Sales in “Bottles Only.” 

If the administration, on investi- 
gation, finds prices or terms of sale 
“constitute destructive price cutting 
or are so excessive as to encourage 
the sale of distilled ‘spirits jn viola- 
tion of law, it is authorized to de- 
clare such prices or:terms or con- 
ditions ineffective.” 

Distillers also are required to sell 
spirits “in bottles only” to retail- 
ers, except sales to. rectifiers or 
blenders, or to dispensaries or other 
agencies operated and maintained 
by any state or political subdivision. 

The code prohibits distillers from 
holding any interest in any license 
for retail sales of spirits, or prem- 
ises used therefor, and from par- 
ticipating in any way, directly or 
indirectly, in retail sales, and bars 
sales to unauthorized dealers. 

Misbranding, false advertising, 
commercial bribery, shipment or 
delivery on consignment, advertis- 
ing allowances, rebates, prizes and 
premiums are barred. 

The section prohibiting sales in 
dry states prohibits transportation 
or importation of distilled spirits 
into “any state or political subdiv'- 
sion thereof for delivery, sale or 
use therein in violation of the law 
of such state.”

AMILY photographs of Aunt 
Minnie and Cousin Sue are no 
longer considered as appropri- 
ate’ wall decoration for the living 
room. It is now suggested’ that 
those pictures be relegated to the 
more intimate rooms of the house 
while less personal pictures are 
used to adorn the living room walls 

There are, of course, a thousand 
and one ways of adding interest to 
a wall, but one of the newest and 
smartest is through the use of a 
decorative panel of some _ sort. 
These panels have many helpful 
features to recommend them. They 
afford a focal point of interest in 
many rooms which lack such a fea- 
ture, they frequently add a color- 
ful note to the decoration of the 
room and in a small room they oft- 
en create an illusion of distance. 

These decorations themselvés as- 
sume many forms and may be ex- 
ecuted in various mediums. A mu- 
ral painted on the wall is a most 
effective form of :decoration but 
it is out of the reach of most of 
us unless we have some ability with 
a paint brush ourselves. Wall paper 
panels today are, most intriguing 
and offer a wide choice of scenic 
effects. In addition, there are many 
fabrics which lend themselves well 
to the making of decorative wall 
hangings. 

Both of the pictures illustrated 
here are of the scenic variety of 
decoration. However, they were 
done in different mediums and for 
different purposes. The one which 
appears to be a street scene viewed 
through a window has_ recently 


been executed for the Junior League 
club rooms in the Galeria building, 
by Ralph Hall and Victor Proetz. 
As this room was very large and 
without a central point of interest, 
this decoration, with the furniture 
grouping surrounding it, provided 
a focal point to decorate around. 
The scene itself is an enlarge- 
ment of one of a series of eigh- 


-teenth century engravings of anci- 


ent Roman fountains, done in a 
brick red chalk which does not.rub 
off. In looking at the picture, with 
its quaint old buildings, so different 
than our modern sky-scrapers, and 
the picturesque costumes of the 
people, so unlike our Mae West 
gowns, one has the feeling of be- 
ing transported back many cen- 
turies. The fact that the mural is 
done in such a way as to suggest 
a scene through a window, helps 
create this illusion. 

The other picture shows another 
interesting wall treatment, this time 
made from wall paper panels, In 
this room, which is a very small 
dining room, the scenic panel was 
employed to create a feeling of 
space, and this the picture, with its 
columned perspective, succeeds in 
doing. The whole atmosphere of 
this picture is one of classic anti- 
quity which. combines admirably 
with the classic design of the fur- 
niture used in the room. The tones 
are in shades ranging from old 
white to a deep gray, the old white 
being repeated in the shades of 
wall, draperies and furniture. 

It should be noted that both of 
these decorative panels have been

made doubly important by the man- 
ner in which they have been 
framed. As has been mentioned, 
the painted fountain scene was 
made to represent a view seen 
through a window, and the illusion 
is further carried out by the man- 
ner in which draperies have been 
painted, too. The curtains, which 
are in tones of old white, Italian 
pink and dusty blue, the cord tie- 
backs, and the valance are painted 
right on the x-all, and are extreme- 
ly realistie in effect.

Here, in 
fact, is one way of adding interest 
to a room, which might otherwise 
be drab and unattractive in a very 
easy and inexpensive manner.

Progress in Epilepsy 
EDICINE’S efforts to over- 
M come certain diseases resem- 
ble closely the organized 
tracking down of a savage beast. 
It is thus that epilepsy, the essen- 
tial cause or causes of which still 
remain undetermined, is being 
closed in. 
The most recent attack made 
upon this disease has been from the 


chemical changes taking place in 
living cells. 

Even though epilepsy may not be 
the result of metabolic peculiarities 
in the individual, it may be influ- 
enced by metabolic factors. 

The frequency and severity of 
epileptic seizures apparently can be 
reduced by starvation, by feeding 
the patient an. acid-producing diet 
nor by limiting the water intake. 

A still more recent contribution 
to these studies comes in the form 
of a pellagra diet. 

This diet is one lacking in vita- 
man P. P., and those subsisting on 
it for any length of time develop 
typical pellagra symptoms. 

Epileptic patients fed upon a 
pellagra-producing diet havestheir 
number of attacks reduced 50 per 
cent. 

Still another line of attack cen- 
ters upon the accumulation of cer- 
ebral spinal fluid within the ner- 
vous system. 

There appears to be an excessive

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Three Types of Wine

groups: Dry, sweet and spark- 

ling. Within each group there 
are several types, each having its 
own characteristics, the result of 
special methods of production: Each 
has its distinct purpose. 

Before stocking his cellar, the 
wine purchaser must know the va- 
rious wine types and their respec- 
tive uses. Wine types are just as 
distinct as’ the types of vegetables 
or meats. The major wine classi- 
fications are these: 

DRY WINE is called “natura’ 
wine” ‘because it is the fermented 
juice of the grape, just as nature 
finishes the job, with nothing add- 
ed. Wry wines are light wines, used 
maihly as table wines consumed 
with meals. The alcoholic content 


Ak wines are ¢C‘:vided into three 
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after they have been bottled, so 
‘that they develop a natural car- 
bonic gas, which causes them to 
bubble and sparkle for some time 
after they have been poured into 
the glasses. Their alcoholic con- 
tent ranges from 10 to 12 per cent. 
Because of their liveliness and 
their conduciveness to vivacity, 
sparkling wines are renowned as 
festivity beverages. They are like- 
wise recognized aids to digestion. 

Dry, sweet and sparkling wines 
are made from both red and white 
varieties of grapes. 

In making red .wines, red or 
black grapes are selected and the 
juice is fermented with the skins, 
which furnish the color pigment 
and which add amore pungent 
taste to the wine. The skins and 
seeds likewise contain tannic acid, 


ties of the wines, particularly when 
they are consumed with red meats 
or game. 

White wines are made from white

there for looks, while so-and-so, and 
so-and-so is pretty scrawny.

But along comes Penrhyn Star- 
laws, who has a good reputation as 
a portrait painter and artist and 
so ought to know his faces and 
figures, and speaks out that none 
of them are so hot.
